Sprawl panned in report 
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Urban sprawl is making 
Edmontonians lazier and 
more stressed out, says an 
annual report released 
yesterday. 

Since people are more 
likely to drive their vehi¬ 
cles in suburbs, there are 
fewer opportunities for ex¬ 
ercise, like walking to 
work or taking transit to 
get around, says the How 
Healthy Are We? 2007 re¬ 
port, from by Alberta 
Health Services. 

“In the Capital Health 
Region, motor vehicle 
transportation is chosen 
much more often than oth¬ 
er transit modes,” the re¬ 
port said. 

“It is the strong connec¬ 
tion between urban sprawl 
and widespread motor ve¬ 
hicle use that is most con¬ 
cerning for physical activi-

“Community planners 
are well aware of these is¬ 
sues, and I think city coun¬ 
cillors are as well,” said 
Medical Health Officer Dr. 
Gerry Predy who authored 
the report. 

“But in the past, we’ve 
designed communities 
base upon what we’ve per¬ 
ceived to be what the pub¬ 
lic wants and what the 
public has actually asked 
for. 

“With some of the new 
information coming out, 
perhaps that wasn’t the 
way to go.” 

The report also said 
sprawl plays a factor in 
mental health since it “iso¬ 
lates residents and reduces 
the quality of interperson¬ 
al relationships.” 

“People have to spend 
more time commuting, 
which means more time in 
the car, that in its self can 
be stressful,” said Predy.

Nine-year-old Dayton 
Mildenberger wept silently 
while gazing up at a brass 
bell, rung in memory of his 
grandfather, a City of Ed¬ 
monton firefighter who lost 
his life earlier this year. 

The boy and his family 
were just a few out of a mas¬ 
sive crowd that appeared in 
the heart of Old Strathcona 
to ring a bell for modern- 
day heroes one last time. 

In total, the lives of 21 
firefighters who died this 
year were honoured yester¬ 
day at the Firefighters Me¬ 
morial Plaza on 103 Street 
and 83 Avenue. 

“In 32 years, he only took 
seven days off, so that can 
tell you what kind of a man 
and firefighter he was,” said 
Carole Field, remembering 
her husband through tears. 

“This is the most impor¬ 
tant day. They put their 
lives on the line every time 
the bell rings and they have 


to go out.” 

Sept. 11 is a day of reflec¬ 
tion for many, especially for 


those in the field of emer¬ 
gency services. The day is 
used each year to reflect up-

on the 9/11 terrorist attacks, 
the 343 firefighters who 
died in the World Trade 
Centre bombings, and how 
brave men and women con¬ 
tinue to put their lives on 
the line for strangers every 
day. 

“When everybody else is 
running out of burning 
buildings, they’re running 
in,” said Police Chief Mike 
Boyd. “It’s important for us 
to take a moment once a 
year to gather with families 
to pay our respects to those 
who have given so much in 
the line of duty.” 

Though he said he knows 
the job is dangerous, 
Mildenberger hopes to one 
day follow in the steps of 
his grandfather. 

“My grandpa was a fire¬ 
fighter and got to help peo¬ 
ple,” he said.

OH prices fuel 
city shortfall

Soaring fuel prices, along 
with a slowdown in the 
construction market, will 
mean a $12.6 million 
shortfall this year to pay 
for tax-supported services 
— everything from 
garbage 
pick-up, po¬ 
lice, 

maintaining 
roads and 
transit, say 
city number 
crunchers. 

And 
could get 

worse by the end of the year 
if the trend continues, the 
city’s financial department 
said yesterday. 

“We are forecasting a 
shortfall due to a combina¬ 
tion of factors,” said the 
city’s chief financial officer, 
Craig Wamoclc. 

Rising labour costs and 
fewer housing permits com¬ 
ing in also fueled the finan¬ 


cial crunch. 

Administration plans to 
ask council to consider us¬ 
ing a portion of the city’s 
stabilization reserve to help 
deal with escalating fuel 
costs. 

The city’s financial de¬ 
partment said the 2009 
budget is expected to be 
one of the most challenging 
the city has 
ever faced. 

During a 
preliminaiy 
estimate in 
May, adminis¬ 
tration said 
taxes would 
need to be 
hiked by 
more than nine per cent a 
year just to maintain cur¬ 
rent services. 

And a four per cent hike 
every year for the next 10 
years is needed to fix aging 
roads and crumbling side¬ 
walks, said city administra¬ 
tion on Monday. 

The City of Edmonton’s 
current operating budget is 
$1.47 billion.

Outbreak tests 
'inexcusable’ 

Doctor bashes long delays 


When the first hints of a 
listeria outbreak emerged 
from a Toronto nursing 
home in mid-July, it took 
more than three weeks for 
health officials to get test 
results from labs in 
Ottawa and Winnipeg. 

That is far too long, mi¬ 
crobiology experts now 
concede, delaying the re¬ 
sponse of public health of¬ 
ficials and allowing the 
spread of disease to contin¬ 
ue. And it’s much longer 
than U.S. officials take to 
identify food-borne health 
risks and tell the public. 

“It is inexcusable to wait 
that number of days in or¬ 
der to get an answer back,” 
says Dr. Don Low, medical 
director of Ontario’s

Obama, McCain meet for memorial 


In a somber ceremony at 
the Pentagon, U.S. 
president George W. Bush 
yesterday dedicated the 
first major Sept. 11 memo¬ 
rial on the seventh 
anniversary of the attacks 
that killed nearly 3,000 
people. 

"Seven years ago at this 
hour a doomed airliner 
plunged from the sky, split 
the rock and steel of this 
building and changed our 
world forever," Bush said. 

Military members in 
dress uniform unveiled the 
184 granite-and-steel 
benches in the memorial 
park that represent each of 
the victims killed in the 
Pentagon attack. 

The ceremony was the 
last time that Bush, who 
steps down in January, will 
lead the nation in recalling 
the attacks that prompted 
him to declare a global war 
on terrorism that has de¬ 
fined his presidency. 

The memorial, by New 
York designers Julie Beck¬ 
man and Keith Kaseman, 


also features maple trees 
and light pools in a park of 
gravel. The benches are 
arranged according to the 
victims' ages.

There is an issue, howev¬ 
er, that could prevent Bay 
from getting sufficient sup¬ 
port. It’s the same issue that 
may hurt the chances of the 
Los Angeles Dodgers’ Man¬ 
ny Ramirez and/or the Mil¬ 
waukee Brewers’ C.C. 
Sabathia in the running for 
NL MVP. All three joined 
their teams after mid-sea¬ 
son, inter-league trades. 

“People are talking about 
not voting for Jason, Manny 
or C.C. because they came 
from other leagues, but 
that’s pure nonsense,” said 
ESPN analyst Rick Sutcliffe, 
a former MLB pitcher. “Why 
should these guys be penal¬ 
ized because they were trad¬ 
ed? Forget about that other- 
league stuff. We have inter¬ 
league games now and we 
should have inter-league 
MVPs.” 

• And look for ex-Blue 
Jays pitcher Bud Black to be 
fired as the San Diego 
Padres’ manager right after 
the season.

"If Martin Scorsese called 
with a great script and a 
role for me as a femme 
fatale, I'm going to take 
it/’ says Eva Mendes. 

She certainly doesn’t shy 
away from the screen siren 
roles — such as her break¬ 
through as Denzel Washing¬ 
ton’s girlfriend in Training 
Days and the perfume 
spritzing, manipulative 
“other woman” in The 
Women, opening today — 
that often get thrown her 
way. Oh, and don’t forget 
that sensual Calvin Klein ad 
campaign, either. 

“In life, you get certain 
opportunities and you 
make due with what you 
have,” explains the 30-year- 
old. 

“I never just take a role. 
It’s never a frivolous deci¬ 
sion, or a decision based on 
money only. It’s always, 
‘How is this going to im¬ 
prove me as an actress? 
How is this going to play a 
big picture in my career?”’ 


A seasoned supporting 
cast definitely helps in the 
decision making process. 
For Mendes, The Women — 
a recreation of the 1939 
comedy about a group of 
wealthy friends — starring 
Meg Ryan, Annette Bening, 
Debra Messing, Jada Pinlcett 
Smith, Candice Bergen and 
Bette Midler, was a no- 
brainer. 

“It’s such a boys club in 
Hollywood, you have to 
take these films when they 
come up,” she says about 
the all female cast.” The 
hope for the film is, like Sex 
in the City and Mamma 
Mia!, this forward-thinking 
chick flick of sorts will help 
drive more ladies to the the¬ 
ater. 

“If studios see that 
women are flocking to sup¬ 
porting each other and to 
see each others’ movies, 
they’ll start writing better 
roles for us,” says the 
Cuban-American, who also 
hopes this will eventually 
trickle down to better roles 
for ethnic women. 

“There’s never an Indian 
woman portrayed, and 


Asian women? Where are 
the Asian women out 
there?” she exclaims. “We 
really need to see some 
more diversity.” 

Mendes plans to keep 
paving the way in that re¬ 
spect, leading with her 
craft, not always her looks. 

“What I feel that I have to 
offer that no one has tapped 
into is range,” she insists. “I 
have incredible range be¬ 
cause I’m actually a trained 
actress; I’ve been studying 
for nine years. Because I 
study my craft I feel very 
confident that if you put me 
in a room with any director 
I will deliver.” Mendes paus¬ 
es, contemplatively. “I’m 
not given those opportunity 
as much, but that’s part of 
the process,” she adds. It’s a 
really positive attitude to 
have in an industry that is 
relentlessly scrutinizing — 
especially after this trying 
year, when Mendes checked 
herself into a rehab facility. 
Maybe the self-esteem 
stems from the support sys¬ 
tem in her own life. Her 
personal group of gals — 
mom, sisters, best friends 


from junior high — all ac¬ 
companied her to the pre¬ 
miere of The Women (“I 
couldn’t make a move with¬ 
out them”). At home, 
Mendes, along with long¬ 
time boyfriend George Au- 
gusto, is starting a decor 
line called Vida (“Interior 
design and architecture are 
my passions”). 

And while she’s dying to 


exercise that range and 
stretch her funny bone in a 
full-out comedy — think: 
the Cohen brother’s slap¬ 
stick style — next up for 
Mendes is The Spirit. 

“I play a major femme fe¬ 
tal in that one,” she says 
mischievously. “But it’s so 
fun. She’s a jewel thief.” 

Which all of a sudden 
makes sense, considering 


jewel thieves are sexy by 
profession alone. 

“See,” she says, laughing 
at that thought. “How can I 
complain playing such a 
great character? I’m playing 
opposite Scarlett Johansson, 
one of my favorite actresses, 
and I’m playing under the 
direction of Frank Miller, 
who’s a creative genius.” 

We say, work it, girl.

No Grace, just Savage: Film a caricature of real-life characters

review Tom Kalin’s Savage 
Grace applies a post-mod¬ 
ern sensibility to a lurid 
story torn from yellowed 
headlines: In lieu of a thin¬ 
ly veiled Leopold and Loeb, 
Kallin re-stages the 1972 
murder of American so¬ 
cialite Barbara Daly Baeke¬ 
land (wife to the heir of

That the film is told from

Inevitably, period pas¬ 
tiche queen Julianne 
Moore plays Baekeland, 
and her quietly ferocious 
performance is easily the 
best thing about the film. 


With the opportunity to 
overact all but served up on 
a silver platter, she opts for 
underplaying, shrinking 
the dimensions of her 
broadly sketched society 
gorgon role down to hu¬ 
man scale. But the writing 
is dreadful right from the 
opening voice-over, in 
which Anthony (played as a 
child by Barney Clark and 
as an adult by Eddie Red- 
mayne), describes himself 


as the steamy residue of a 
failed marriage between 
hot and cold. 

Kalin wears his art on his 
sleeve, framing the action 
with dramatic angles and 
punctuating the decades- 
spanning melodrama with 
none-more-noirish-ish mu¬ 
sical cues. 

It’s all very self-con¬ 
sciously arch, and that 
might even be a canny 
choice for a film about peo¬ 


ple whose high-toned insu¬ 
larity led to their undoing, 
but it suggests that Kalin 
saw this material primarily 
as the means to an aesthet¬ 
ic end. The film investi¬ 
gates its tragic, complex re¬ 
al-life characters only to 
caricature and exploit 
them. 

It’s about superficiality, 
but it’s also extremely su¬ 
perficial — a deeply shal¬ 
low movie.

epoch ago in Godfather II 
— before either of them

The fact is that if there 
were a compelling reason 
to pair Pacino and De Niro 
like some sort of twitchy, 
bellowing Martin and 
Lewis, it would have been 
done many times by now. 

The two men might be 
able to steal scenes from 
lesser actors, but together 
their onscreen chemistry 
is like diet soda and a can¬ 
dy bar — fine on their 
own, but together they di¬ 
minish the other’s pleas¬ 
ures and benefits and 
leave us feeling twice as 


remorseful. 

The plot, a purposefully 
confusing mess involving 
vigilante cops and a drug 
lord played by rapper 50 
Cent in what we can only 
presume was his best 
chance to get his Scarface 
poster autographed, adds 
no particular value to any 
prodigious amount of act¬ 
ing. 

Avnet is, after all, the

Pop star takes country route 


Jessica Simpson says switching gears helped her open up

Of all of Jessica Simpson’s 
accomplishments to date - 
pop star, reality TV star, 
film star, philanthropist 
star, fashion line, perfume 
and TV beer commercial 
star — none has made her 
feel more at home than 
this week’s release of Do 
You Know, her debut as a 
country singer. 

“Making this record has 
been life-changing for me. I 
finally feel I’m at a place in 
my life where I can be my¬ 
self, I don’t have anything 
to be afraid of,” the 28-year- 
old tells Metro. 

“To me, the songs seemed 
just right. All the songs I 
wrote in Nashville made it 


on to the record. I wanted 
to open up a bit more and 
share my heart - and the 
only way to do that was to 
go back to my roots and do 
things the Southern way. 
Everything seemed to fit 
perfectly.” 

Along with co-writing 
with some of Nashville’s 
finest songsmiths — includ¬ 
ing Ontario-bred Victoria 
Banks, the blond Texan 
cites her duet with Dolly 
Parton on the power-ballad 
title track as a defining high 
point. 

Ironically, Simpson en¬ 
dured one of her most 
painful moments honour¬ 
ing Parton during a 
Kennedy Center Honors 
performance in late 2006. A 
nervous Simpson took to 
the stage singing Parton’s 


classic 9 To 5 — and forgot 
some of the lyrics — in 
front of such attendees as 
Steven Spielberg, U.S. Presi¬ 
dent George W. Bush, Sha- 
nia Twain and Parton her¬ 
self. Simpson ran off in 
tears and begged to re-tape 
her performance. 

“But Dolly came to my de¬ 
fence,” Simpson says. “She 
wrote me a lovely letter, 
saying not to let the critics 
make me weep, to not let 
go of my talent, to stay fo¬ 
cused and follow my heart. 
She’s one of the most in¬ 
credible people I’ve ever 
been around in my life.” 

Simpson is, however, ful¬ 
ly aware that her recent for¬ 
ay into country music, like 
the rest of her life of late, 
will be under the micro¬ 
scope from the oft-harsh en¬ 


tertainment media. 

Despite the popularity of 
MTV’s Newlyweds: Nick 
And Jessica and multi-plat¬ 
inum success as a pop mu¬ 
sic performer, Simpson’s 
much-publicized divorce 
from Nick Lachey, lulce- 
warm-at-best reviews in her 
choice of movie roles, and 
her post-divorce dating life 
— ranging from Dane Cook, 
Maroon 5’s Adam Levine, 
John Mayer to her current 
beau, Dallas Cowboys quar¬ 
terback Tony Romo — have 
given fodder for tabloids 
and showbiz magazines to 
run rampant with. 

“If I listen to what every¬ 
one says or writes about 
me, I think I would be in a 
crazy house by now,” Simp¬ 
son remarks pointedly. “I 
think I’ve become a

Spin me round, like a record 


n the early and middle 
’90s, it seemed that 
everyone on the plan¬ 
et was looking to 
dump their vinyl 
record collections in 
favour of CDs because we 
all bought the line about 
“perfect sound, forever.” 

Music stores couldn’t 
phase out their vinyl sec¬ 
tions fast enough and fans 
feared that turntables and 
styli would go the way of 
the 8-track. Used record 
stores were swamped and 
every garage sale had milk 
crates full of LPs going for 
a penny apiece. 

Despite attempts to kill 
it off, vinyl did not become 
extinct. Collectors kept 
collecting. DJs preferred 
the tactile feel and action 
of vinyl on turntables. And 
manufacturers kept male-

ing vinyl records and 
turntables, including for 
audiophiles who never be¬ 
lieved the hype of CDs in 
the first place. And while 
vinyl’s share of the market 
for pre-recorded music 
dropped to almost zero, 
it’s never become extinct. 

Today, strange things 
are happening in the vinyl 
market. Manufacturing 
plants are having a hard 
time keeping up with or¬ 
ders. Major labels are ex¬ 


panding the number of 
vinyl releases. Vinyl sec¬ 
tions are reappearing in 
both briclcs-and-mortar 
stores and in special sec¬ 
tions in places like Ama¬ 
zon. Sales numbers are 
still small — only 1.3 mil¬ 
lion records were sold in 
the U.S. last year — but 
that represents a 37 per 
cent increase over 2006. 

And it’s not older peo¬ 
ple driving the market; 
it’s the iPod Generation. 
The sheer inconvenience 
of vinyl — its size, cost, 
poor portability, etc. — is 
being embraced by young 
fans as a way of showing 
how much they care about 
music.
